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1. OATH 

The Examiner states that a new oath needs to be submitted due to the fact 
that the Applicant did not check the box indicating that foreign priority is claimed. 
Due to the fact that there are numerous inventors the oath was not ready for 
submission at this time. However, Applicant fully intends to submit a newly executed 
oath as soon as possible. 

2. SPECIFICATION 

The Examiner states that a substitute specification is required in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1 .52(a) and (b). Applicant herein provides a substitute specification 
under the cover page entitled "SUBSTITUTE SPECIFICATION" and hereby declares 
that the substitute specification does not contain any new matter. 

3. CLAIMS, §1 12 

The Examiner states that the claims are narrative and indefinite. A claims 
listing of all claims is provided immediately after the substitute specification in proper 
US format. No new matter has been added. 

4. CLAIMS, §112 

The Examiner states that the claims are indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter. Applicant herein provides a 
complete claims listing following the substitute specification that makes the 
Examiner's rejection moot. No new matter has been added. 

5 through 8. The amended claims contained in the complete claims listing should 
eliminate all of the Examiner's rejections.
